X OYSTER is, wonderful!} prolific. 
A tingle oyster 


in a single season will produce thirty million eggs. 
If these all survived and in turn had normal families, 


in a few years many great bodies of water, such as Long 
Island Sound, Peconic, Gardiners, Narragansett, Great South 
and Chesapeake Bays, would become filled up. Navigation 
would have to be suspended. 


The oyster shells would form solid land, as do the houses 


of the coral insects of the South Pacific. But instead of in- j 
creasing, the destruction of the young oysters by their ene- 
mies is so greai, together with the depletion of the natural j 
beds by the demand for Iliis delicious food by mankind, that 
far from increasing, in j>;ist years the supply was greatly 
depleted, in many cases it nan threatened to become extinct. 
This waH especially true in Great Britain and some places 
on the Allantic Coast. 


Tn recent years, however, a vast industry has been estab- 


lished for the artificial propagation and cultivation of oyster?. 
Now hundreds of thousands of acres are employed in oyster 
fanning in the great bnyfi and sounds of the Atlantic Sea- 
board. Here oyster farming under from .'50 to fiO feet of 
water JH eondnrtpd upon an enormous scale, at gre;it expense 
and labor. 


While the natural oysters formerly grew in creeks and 


estuaries where they were somewhat in danger from 
the 


water being impmv, the present oyster production extends 
many miles from land in these great bodies of salt \vater, 
where there is no chance of contamination, and the product is 
always pure and delicioup.

X OYSTER is wonderful!} prolific. 
A tingle oyster 


in a hhigle soason will produce thirty million eggs. 
If these all survived and in turn had normal families*, 


in a few years many great bodies of water, such as Long 
Island Sound, Peconic, Gardiners, Narragansett, Great South 
and Chesapeake Bays, would become filled up. Navigation 
would have to be suspended. 


The oyster shells would fora solid land, as do the houses 


of the coral insects of the South Pacific. But instead of in- j 
creasing, the destruction of the young oysters by their ene- 
mies is so great, together with the depletion of the natural j 
beds by the demand for Iliis delicious food by mankind, that 
far from increasing, in j>;ist years the supply was greatly 
depleted, in many cases it nan threatened to become extinct. 
This was especially true in Great Britain and some places 
on the Atlantic Coast. 


In recent years, however, a vast industry has been estab- 


lished for the artificial propagation and cultivation of oyster?. 
Now hundreds of thousands of acres are employed in oyster 
fanning in the great boys and sounds of the Atlantic Sea- 
board. Here oyster farming under from .'50 to fiO feet of 
•water JH oondnrtpd upon an enormous scale, at great expense 
and labor. 


While the natural oysters formerly grew in creeks and 


estuaries where they were somewhat in danger from 
the 


water being impmv, the present oyster production extends 
many miles from land in these great bodies of salt water, 
where there is no chance of contamination, and the product is 
always pure and delicious.
